physicians today were engaged in an 
examination and analysis of food 
from a large chain restaurant system 
in an effort to discover the source of 
food poisoning of more than 150 per­

Motor company’s assembling 
plant in Somerville. 
While hospitals, filled with victims 
in great pain, reported that only one 
patient was in a serious way, the 
chemical and medical experts of the 
state, city and restaurant system were 
first looking into samples of chocolate 
cream pie eaten from box lunches by 
all the victims. 
The chocolate cream pie ingredients 
—milk, eggs, flour and chocolate— 
were being closely examined. 
Seventy-two persons were under 
treatm ent in five Boston hospitals, 
having suffered a night of pain. At 
least 75 more were at their homes, 
having been treated at hospitals or by 
family physicians.

Nobile made this statement aboard 
the Citta Di Milano to Fraulein Be­ 
hounek herself, it was stated. 
The fraulein is a sister of F. Be­ 
hounek, of Czechoslovakia, a member 
of the Nobile expedition, who is now 
a refugee on board the Russian ice 
breaker. 
He was a member of the 
Viglieri group that was picked up 
from the ice by the Krassin last Fri­ 
day night. 
When news of the Italia disaster 
reached her Fraulein Behounek left 
Prague late in May for Forking's Bay, 
Spitzbergen. She has been there ever 
since keeping in touch with the res­ 
cue efforts. After visiting Gen. No­ 
bile on board the Citta Di Milano, 
Fraulein Behounek sent word that she 
believed the explorer’s health is per­ 
manently impaired by his physical 
sufferings. 
According to the messages from the 
Czecholslovakian girl, Nobile said he 
was persuaded to leave the floe by 
Behounek and Lundborg, the Swed­ 
ish aviator who eventually carried 
him off. Nobile said Lundborg threat­ 
ened to fly back to his base empty 
handed unless he consented to go.

C 
ALIFORNIA has lately appointed an advisory committee on game 
refuges and shooting grounds. 
A member has been in Penn­ 
sylvania to investigate our method of management and propaga­ 
tion. 
The Pacific state is taking a lively interest in animal con­ 
servation and expects to raise $ 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 for game refuges sur­ 
rounded by hunting grounds. 
The commission may pay as high 
as $75 an acre for such land. 
Hunters' license fees have been 
doubled from $1 to*$2 to provide the necessary money. 
in Pennsylvania the last legislature increased hunters’ license 
fees from S t . 25 
to 
$2 
under the Quigley bill in the hope of 
financing the purchase of 100,000 acres of wild land available for 
hunting and reforesting. 
Here the state limits the expenditure to 
$10 an acre, and our present reserves have been acquired at an 
average of less than $3 an acre. 
Pennsylvania ranks second in the union, New York being 
the leader, in the issuance of hunters’ licenses. 
For that reason, 
and because of the work done here in forest and wild life con­ 
servation, California came to seek instruction. 
But if she chooses | 
to be impressed she might also get a lesson in buying real estate 
at a low figure.

The only part of this globe th a t is 
habitable is the tem perate zone, and 
in a measure the tropics. 
The time will probably come in the 
future when 
the 
route across the 
North Pole will be found the most 
direct and the shortest for aircraft 
from Europe to America, but it is 
doubtful whether the polar regions 
can ever be made suitable for hum an 
habitation. 
The first requisite for life of any 
kind, as we understand it. is heat, and 
in the polar regions it takes too much 
effort just to keep w-arm. although 
there seem to be plenty of fish in the 
way of diet. 
General Nobile’s discoveries, as well 
as those of others, 
reveal 
th a t the 
north is to be added to the oceans 
and the deserts and the m ountain 
rages as pure waste. 
A deal of the j 
universe, as far as we can see, is 
w-aste in the sense of not being habit- j 
able by man. 
We cannot live in the 
seas, and life is difficult in the high 
m ountain ranges. 
Considering how' vast is the uni­ 
verse, and how m any of the stars are 
simply blazing balls of fire utterly 
uninhabitable by any form of life, 
and how gigantic are the distances 
betwreen the stellar bodies, and even 
w hat a great portion of this planet is 
not habitable, one’s philosophy of life 
unconsciously limits the im portance 
of m ankind, and adds a new m ean- j 
ing to the exclam ation: 
"W hen I consider Thy heavens, the 
moon and the stars which Thou hast 
ordained, w hat is m an th a t Thou 
art mindful of him, and the son of 
m an th a t Thou visitest him ?"

NEW YORK, July 17.—Harry K. 
Thaw, who favored England with a 
visit, only to be told a view of the 
British shore line from a ship was 
the best the King could do for him, 
is back in New York with a peeve on 
at King George and his clerks. 
“England is hundreds of years be­ 
hind the times,” was the theme of a 
statement issued in typewritten form 
by Thaw as he stepped from the lie 
De France. today. Later he amended 
the statement to make it read “a mil­ 
lion years.” 
Barred as an undesirable, according 
to messages from abroad, because of 
the Stanford White tragedy and sub­ 
sequent happenings in his life, Thaw 
left the British shores and went to 
France where he was granted in­ 
gress without quibbling. 
Letters Ignored 
“I have been treated with the great­ 
est courtesy in France, Austria and 
Germany,” the statement explains, 
“but in England they decided against 
me. 
They have never been able to 
overcome 
their 
personal 
feelings. 
They are a lot of hicks.” 
Thaw also announced that he wrote 
to the British home secretary, only 
to have his favor ignored. 
He also 
communicated with Andrew Mellon, 
American Secretary of the Treasury, 
but even the Mellon overtures were 
ignored by the British, he says. 
“I don’t know what was in their 
minds,” the statement explained. “The 
English people are not a free people. 
The same conditions exist in England 
today as existed in the time of Crom­ 
well.”

LONDON, July 17.—Reginald L. 
Wendell, son of the late J. Wendell 
of New York, and brother of the 
Countess of Carnarvon, died today of 
meningitis, aged 29. 


Death of Reginald D. Wendell re­ 
called the death in 1923 of his famous 
brother-in-law, Lord Carnarvon, who 
financed the expedition which discov­ 
ered the tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen in 
the valley of kings, Egypt. 
Lord 
Carnarvon’s death shortly after the 
opening of the tomb followed an ill­ 
ness of considerable mystery. Doc­ 
tors attributed it to infection from 
a mosquito bite, but many supersti­ 
tious persons thought it was due to 
an old curse upon anyone who dis­ 
turbed the bones of the ancient Pha­ 
raoh.

Socialist Presidential Candidate, Of Aristocratic Origin, Waging Aggressive Cam­ 
paign From Tiny Office Headquarters; Hopes To Spread Doctrines

NEW YORK, July 17.—One of the 
candidates for president of the Unit­ 
ed States knows he has no chance to 
win the election, but he is waging an 
aggressive campaign, nevertheless 
Norman Thomas, presidential nom­ 
inee of the Socialist party, which in 
1920 polled a million votes, sees the 
campaign as an opportunity to edu­ 
cate the electorate in Socialist doc- 
! trines. 
“I am telling the people that it is 
within their power, by intelligence 
and co-operation, to abolish poverty, 
enlarge the borders of freedom, rid 
the world of the menace of war and 
to realize the fellowship of which 
prophets and poets have dreamed.” 
Of Aristocratic Origin 
Thomas is a contradiction of all 
the popular ideas of the uninformed 
layman about Socialists. He is not, 
like the late leader of the party, Eu­ 
gene V. Debs, a man who rose to em­ 
inence from the ranks of the poverty- 
stricken toilers. 
All his immediate 
ancestors were Americans. He is a 
Princeton man of aristocratic origin. 
For 13 years he was a Presbyterian 
minister. In 1908 he voted for Taft; 
in 1912 and 1916 for Wilson. He be­ 
came a Socialist during the World 
war. 
He organized the American 
Civil Liberties union, and is now exe­ 
cutive director of the League of In­ 
dustrial Democracy. 
The Socialist nominee has but few 
words to say about the measure and 
quality of his opponents. 
Views on Other Nominees 
‘‘Smith and Hoover are about the 
bqst men in their parties, but what 
this country needs is a political rea­ 
list. It can't be saved by any Mes­ 
siahs. 
There is no cure-all. 
One 
thing imperatively needed is a party 
held together by some other force 
than a mere desire for office and spe­ 
cial privilege.” 
Thomas is conducting his campaign 
from a tiny office on the second floor 
df an obscure building at 70 Fifth 
avenue. He has no front porch from 
which to wage a campaign at his' 
home in Greenwich Village, near 
where Mayor James J. Walker lives. 
He has a wife and five children, Wil­ 
liam, Polly, Frances, Rebecca and 
Evan.

CHICAGO, July 17. — Pickpockets 
and shoplifters are better organized 
than any other type of crooks. They 
believe 
in 
systematic 
preventive 
methods rather than murderous war­ 
fare, and rarely ever go to the lengths 
of “shooting it out.” Men who jostle 
che crowds in wayfares and street 
cars and take loose change, watches 
and pocketbooks with nimble fingers, 
belong to the Pickpockets’ and Shop­ 
lifters’ organization. Likewise, pretty 
girls who do disappearing acts with 
bits of lingerie, silk dresses and fur 
coats in department stores, and some 
women with babies in their arms, car­ 
rying overnight bags, have member­ 
ship “cards.” 
The way they work is this: Each 
day a pickpocket or shoplifter mem­ 
ber of the organization reports at 
headquarters (not listed in the city 
directory) and is given a certain spot 
to work, such as an “L” platform, de­ 
partment store or women's apparel 
shop, street car, or big parade, or per­ 
haps a large convention. The pick­ 
pockets and shoplifters report each 
hour. 
If a report doesn’t come in 
from a certain member, lawyers, 
bondsmen and persons with “pull” 
are notified to set the “wires” to 
work. 
They find out whether the 
missing member has been arrested, 
by getting in touch with district po­ 
lice stations, and inquiring about 
“Jonnie Jones” or “Mary Wilson,” 
usually fake names arranged before­ 
hand. 
A lot of pickpockets' loot, such as 
jewelry, and the shoplifters’ toll of 
lingerie and dresses, is sold by “ped­ 
dlers” who canvas loop offices where 
stenographers and clerks entranced 
by the cheapness of the finery are 
glad to buy it. Most of them don’t 
know it is stolen stuff. 
A girl I 
know found she’d been buying her 
classy dresses for years from a man 
who had six girls lifting dresses In 
exclusive shops and stores. 
The 
method is for these girls to go in pairs 
to look for dresses. One tries them 
on while the other looks about the 
store. 
Women with babes in arms 
ftnrf overnight bags are being watched 
by store detectives, now, as women 
with large knitting bags were during 
the war.

MOSCOW, July 17—The Soviet ice­ 
breaker Krassin today continued its 
search of the region north of Foyne 
Island where the gas bag of the ill- 
fated dirigible Italia is believed to 
have come down with the six still- 
missing members of 
the 
airship’s 
crew. 
The continued search is buoyed by 
the hope that the six men may still 
be alive, encamped somewhere in the 
Arctic wastes. It is also hoped that 
the missing rescue expedition of six 
men led by Capt. Roald Amundsen, 
noted Arctic explorer, may be located 
in the same vicinity. 
The Krassin yesterday rescued the 
Russian aviator Chuchnovsky and his 
four companions from 
an 
ice-floe 
near Gape Platte, North East Land, 
where their plane had been forced 
down after sighting Captains Mari­ 
ano and Zappi, of the Italia crew. At 


the same time four men in a party 
sent out to search for Chuchnovsky 
by the steamer Braganza were also 
picked up. 
Previously the Krassin had rescued 
the five Italia survivors in the “red 
tent” group and Mariano and Zappi. 
Russian officials point with pride to 
the fact th at the Krassin has been 
the greatest factor in the many res­ 
cues following the Italia tragedy, hav­ 
ing made all but five of the 21 res­ 
cues. 
General Nobile was saved by the 
Swedish aviator Lundborg. Lundborg 
then was marooned himself and was 
saved by a countryman, Schyberg 
The Italian Alpinist Sora and one of 
his companions were saved by Swed 
ish and Finnish planes, while V ann­ 
ing, the third member of the orig­ 
inal Sora dog-sled expedition, was 
rescued by the steamer Braganza.

W ith the touring season

torists should exercise particular care 
in making roadside repairs, so as to 
protect not only themselves but also 
other users of the highways, says Ber­ 
nard N. Hanlon, secretary-manager 
of the New Castle Motor Club. 
In giving his warning, Mr. Hanlon 
points out th at carelessness in stop­ 
ping for repairs which arise in an 
emergency is one of the greatest haz­ 
ards in motoring and 
one 
which 
should not exist if motorists will take 
steps to eliminate the danger. 
“Now th at millions of cars are trav­ 
eling up and down the highways of 


the nation, the frequency of stopping 
for roadside repairs Is greater,” de­ 
clares Mr. Hanlon. 
“The first thing 
to do is to get the car off the road. 
The danger of working alongside a 
heavily traveled highway Is obvious, 
yet too many persons are negligent 
in this respect. The next step Is to 
see th at the car Itself is properly plac­ 
ed. 
Even if only a slight grade a 
good sized stone should be placed be­ 
hind the front or rear wheels so that 
the car will not move unexpectedly. 
“Care in parking alongside the road 
to make repairs is doubly a safety 
measure. 
It is a protection to the 
motorist making the repairs, and it 
also protects all other traffic.”

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Cooper­ 
ation of the customs, prohibition and 
coast guard services to suppress the 
t'afflc in liquor and narcotics 
was 
specifically ordered today by Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Ogden L. 
Mills. 
In official instructions which went 
to all officers of these services Mills 
outlined the new 
treasury 
policy, 
evolved out of an^exhaustive investi­ 
gation of the situation. 
While cooperation frequently 
has 
been urged among the various law 
enforcement branches of the treasury 
department, this marks the first time 
that an official order has been is­ 
sued making it mandatory. It is 
taken to indicate that the government 
believes that concerted and unusual 
action must be taken to suppress the 
traffic in rum and dope. 
Order Conferences 
Officers in charge of any branch 
or unit of the coast guard, customs, 
prohibition and narcotic services, sta­ 
tioned in the same city, were instruct­ 
ed to hold conferences twice monthly. 
"The purpose of these conferences 
will be the interchange between of­ 
ficers of all information and 
evi­ 
dence relating to violations of the 
law, coming within their respective 
Jurisdictions, in order that they may 
be investigated and prosecuted in an 
effective and expeditious 
manner," 
Mills’ Instructions said. 
Where two or more services unite in 
an investigation or where informa­ 
tion or evidence supplied by an officer 
or one service is utilized by another 
•’full credit shall be given to the serv­ 
ice or officer entitled thereto in the 
final report of the case,” according 
to the order. This method was taken 


the scope of a particular investiga­ 
tion, or as to the service that shall 
be primarily responsible, should be 
discussed and settled in a friendly 
exchange of views, keeping in mind 
at all times the purpose to be achiev­ 
ed and the necessity for unified har­ 
monious action," Mills said. 
Seek New Methods 
"Problems difficult or solution, or 
in regard to which an agreement may 
not be reached, shall be submitted to 
the bureaus in Washington and final 
decision shall be effected by confer­ 
ence between the heads of the serv­ 
ices." 
The cooperative action was taken 
up today at the national gathering of 
prohibition administrators. The con­ 
ference, meeting with Commissioner 
James M. Doran, is endeavoring to 
smooth out many perplexing problems 
of enforcement and to bring about an 
application of the law in a manner 
least offensive to the public. Because 
of the approach of the election and 
the fact that prohibition is one of the 
big issues, administrators were urged 
to bring about "gentlemanly" as well 
as effective enforcement.

(International News Service) 
MEXICO CITY, July 17.—Possibili­ 
ty th at General Alvaro. Obregon’s 
election to the presidency of the 
Mexican republic would result in an 
early settlement of the conflict be­ 
tween the Catholic church and the 
Mexican state diminished today as 
the result of a statem ent made by 
the president-elect in his first in­ 
terview since the election.

What if Tom Heeney lifts the 
world’s heavyweight crown from Gene 
Tunney’s head? 
What if Tunney retains his title? 
What if the bout’s a terrible frost, 
one way or the other? 
These questions are hard to an­ 
swer. 
Heeney has a 
chance—discussed 
previously—of defeating Tunney when 
they meet July 26. It will be unfor­ 
tunate for the British challenger, but 
true, nevertheless, that a victory over 
the champion, however decisive, will 
not place the new champ on a plane 
level with that on which John I. 
3ullivan, Jim Corbett, Bob Fitzsim­ 
mons, Jim Jeffries, Jack Johnson and 
Jack Dempsey stand in heavyweight 
history. 
This is because Tunney’s status, as 
a champion, is still in doubt. 
One 
may feel personally that Tunney is as 
great as Corbett, the master strategist 
of all time—but there is nothing in 
Tunney’s career to indicate it. 
A victory, then, for Heeney would 
not set him above Johnny Risko, Pao- 
lino Uzcudun and the others who 
sought the chance to meet Tunney. 
Heeney’s showing against these men 
was not decisive enough to stamp him 
as of better caliber. 
There will be but one course open 
to Heeney, should he win. That will 
be to take on Risko and the other 
logical contenders in succession and 


What if Tunney wins in decisive 
fashion? 
Whether or not such a verdict will 
be unfair to Tunney the consensus 
of opinion—in view of Heeney s rec­ 
ord to date—will be that Heeney sim­ 
ply lived up to the prophesy of most 
folks. 
That is, that he was nothing 
but a setup for Tunney from the time 
the bout was conceived. 
A quick knockout victory for Tun­ 
ney will perhaps bring Gene credit 
for having a stiffer punch than he 
is now credited with having. But on 
the other hand the value of this wal­ 
lop will be discounted because of the 
class of the gentleman socked. 
On the other hand a sudden and 
decisive victory for the champion will 
continue the slump in the heavy­ 
weight market that has existed since 
Jack Dempsey stepped, temporarily at 
least, out of the picture. 
The gate receipts alone will give the 
first tipoff on just what part Dempsey 
played in making Tunney a million­ 
aire—and swelling Rickard’s fortune, 
too. 
Will Tunney, seeing that the fight 
is his, risk injuring his hands by try­ 
ing to beat down the Britisher? 
It 
has bene said that Tunney’s desire 
to sidestep unnecessary brutality has 
guided him in his work against Demp­ 
sey and other opponents—that he re­ 
frains intentionally from knocking out 
his victims, resting on the confidence 
that he can defeat them without so 


And what if the bout should prove 
to be “one of those things’’? 
What if it goes the limit, or close tc 
it? 
If Tunney wins in such an event 
the victory will add nothing to wh*t 
prestige he now has. Rather, it will 
be offered to prove that his victories 
over Dempsey came from Dempsey's 
frailities and not Tunney’s mastery of 
the game. 
Tunney’s adherents can 
claim that Gene “carried’’ the chal­ 
lenger. 
But heavyweight champions 
have not been given to carrying their 
opponents. 
Heavyweight champion­ 
ship fights—with one exception—have 
spelled action. 
Should 
Heeney 
win 
on 
points 
(which is next door to impossible) or 
by a technical knockout or legitimate 
k. o. near the end of the bout he 
will leave the heavyweight situation 
in a confused but possibly a rather 
blessed state. There will then be an 
open race for general recognition as 
heavyweight 
champion. 
Certainly, 
Heeney will not be able to place him­ 
self above the boys who worried him 
on his road to the Tunney bout. 
The fight should never have been 
booked. 
But now that it is to be 
staged the chances are that it will be 
a flop. 
From the fan’s standpoint a defeat 
for Tunney will at least settle his 
statues.

But a hot summer sun plus the 
extreme exercise of the baseball field 
tennis court or similar super-exer­ 
tion is a combination to be avoided 
by those of middle age who are not 
trained to that sort of thing. 
“It does not pay one to attempt to 
crowd a winter’s physical inactively 
into one hot afternoon. Be en outdoor 
enthusiast by all means but 
play 
games geared to your age. And cer­ 
tainly give the sun a chance at you 
as frequently as possible. But with It 
all be sensible and respect the sun’s 
destructive as 
well 
as life-giving 
power.”
